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In  the  last  part  of  Module  3,  students  are  asked  to  think  more  about  reading  and  interpreting 
stories;  finally,  they  demonstrate  their  understanding  of  short  stories  by  creating  one  of  their  own. 
Students  also  study  more  about  sentence  stmcture  and  how  conjunctions  are  used  to  combine 
short  sentences. 

Section  3:  Critical  Moments 

In  Section  3,  students  think  about  how  characters  behave  in  their  critical  moments.  Students  will 
apply  their  understanding  of  the  elements  of  a short  story  to  writing  their  own  stories.  They 
should  demonstrate  an  improved  ability  to  use  conjunctions  effectively  in  their  writing. 

• After  reading  and  studying  several  short  stories  in  Modules  2 and  3,  students  must  now 
demonstrate  that  they  can  read  a story  and  comprehend  it  without  assistance.  Students 
should  read  the  story  “The  Leaving”  (in  the  Section  3 Assignment)  in  one  sitting  (that  is, 
without  stopping)  and  then  complete  the  questions  that  follow  it  without  assistance.  Allow 
at  least  90  minutes  for  this  part  of  the  assignment.  Since  students’  ability  to  read  and 
interpret  a story  is  being  assessed  here,  don’t  discuss  the  story  with  your  student  at  this 
stage  (but  by  aU  means  do  so  after  the  assignment  has  been  completed  and  submitted!).  Do 
suggest,  however,  that  the  student  reread  any  parts  of  the  story  that  may  seem  confusing. 
Remind  your  student  that  answers  should  be  clear  and  complete.  Students  may  use  a 
dictionary  for  assistance  in  this  assignment. 

• Encourage  your  student  to  write  the  short  story  on  a computer  if  possible  so  that  it  can  be 
revised  and  edited  more  easily.  Review  the  checkhst  and  assessment  criteria  with  the 
student  before  he  or  she  creates  the  polished  copy  to  submit  for  marking.  For  this 
assignment,  students  are  advised  to  seek  help  from  a writing  partner  who  can  assist  with 
planning  the  story  and  with  revising  and  editing  it.  The  writing  partner  should  offer 
suggestions  only;  writing  partners  should  never  direct  or  take  control  of  students’  writing. 

• In  the  Final  Module  Assignment,  students  are  again  asked  to  select  one  journal  entry  to 
submit  for  marking.  You  may  assist  your  student  in  selecting  the  journal  entry  to  submit. 
Keep  in  mind  that  journals  should  reflect  students’  feelings  and  opinions.  When  revising 
and  editing  their  entries,  students  should  organize  ideas  into  paragraphs  and  correct  errors 
in  punctuation,  grammar,  capitalization,  and  spelling. 

• When  students  complete  the  chart  at  the  end  of  the  Assigiunent  Booklet,  they  should 
consider  the  knowledge  and  skills  they’ve  acquired  or  developed  in  understanding  short 
stories,  poems,  and  sentence  structure.

She  sat  down  on  the  bench  and  dropped 
her  head  into  her  hands. 

“Where  was  your  coat  when  we  were  in  the  gym?”  Kari  asked  thoughtfully. 

“I  left  it  in  the  locker  room,”  Laura  answered.  “Oh,  no!  Someone’s  stolen  my 
money.”  She  stood  up  and  stared  at  the  students  passing  by  as  if  she  could  locate  the  thief 
by  searching  with  her  eyes. 

“Wait  a minute,”  said  Kari.  “You  don’t  know  that  yet.  Let’s  go  search  the  locker 
room  first.”  She  gathered  her  books  and  began  to  walk  toward  the  locker  room.  Laura 
hurriedly  followed  her. 

They  entered  the  locker  room  and  began  to  look  under  the  benches.  Kenda,  another 
girl  in  their  gym  class,  was  packing  her  shoes  in  her  bag.  “What  are  you  looking  for?”  she 
asked. 

Without  stopping  her  search,  Laura  said,  “Host  something.” 

Kenda  looked  amused.  “What  did  you  lose?”  she  asked. 

Laura  scowled.  “A  small  red  purse  with  some  money  in  it.” 

Kenda  laughed.  “This  is  your  lucky  day!  I found  it  under  the  bench.”  She  pulled  the 
red  purse  from  her  bag.  “I  was  going  to  the  office  to  turn  it  in.” 

Laura  grabbed  the  purse  and  looked  inside.  “Wow!”  she  exclaimed.  “That’s 
wonderful!  Thanks,  Kenda.  I can’t  believe  it.  You  saved  my  life!”  The  three  girls  smiled 
at  each  other  and  walked  to  their  next  class.
